7h.—If a Packet be found to contain any letier, whether closed or open, or any enclosure sealed or 
otherwise closed against inspection, or any other unauthorized enclosure, the letter or enclosure will be 
taken ont and forwarded to the address on the Packet, charged with full Postage as an unpaid letter 
together with an additwnal Book-rate; that is, with the Postage chargeable on a Book weighing not 
more than half ab, the remamder of the Packet, if duly pre-paid with Stamps, will then be forwurded 
to its address. 

$th.—Hf a Packet be not sufficiently pre-paid with Stamps but nevertheless bear Stamps equal to 
single Book: it wall be forwarded charged with the defictent Book-Postage together with an addi. 
tional Boo! ; but any Packet which shall not bear Postage Stamps equal to a single Book-rate will 
be detamed and charged with the Letter Postage. 

WA —No Took-Packet weighing more than three Iba can be sent to or from the East Indies or 
to New South Wales. 

10/4.—The Colonial Book-Post extends to those Colonies only which are so marked in the Table of 
Colomal und Foreign Postage.

Ind-—A eeparate instruction will be required for every change of address, and no instruction will 
be attended to for more than three months alter its recerpt. 

Brd.—Under Section NXTIT of Act XVIL. of 1551, Forward Postage will be charged in addition 
to all other Postage due or pad thereon upon every letter without exception, which may he re-directed 
in any Post Offie. For example, if a letter posted m Caleutta and addressed to Hooghly is, under 
instruetions which may have been received from the addres re-directed in the Caleutta Post Office 
and sent to Barraekpore, Forward Postage will be charged in addition to the Postayze which would have 
been due, had the letter been despatched to Huoghly according to its orugmal address. 

4th.—The practice of giving instructions to the Officers of the Post Office to intercept and re-direct 
letters, not ouly imposes much labor upon them, hut m large Offices seriously retards the delivery and 
despatch of the Muils. A register of instructions regarding changes of addiess will Le kept in. every 
Post Office, but. it must Te understood, that it 1s impossible to guarantee that they shall be attended to, 
except 1m the cuse of letters reveived for debyery.

“ No Public Officer is authorized to send Covers on the Public Service by Post, without payment of 
Postage, unless he is at the time on active duty and in charge of the Office by virtue of which the 
privilege ss enjoyed. All letters superscribed as on the Public Service only’ must, even though the 
Postage theroon be not paid, Le received and opeued by the Olficer to whom they are addressed, but ifany 
such, or partaally paid letter éo superscribed, and addreseed to any Officer except a Sceretary to Government 
be found when opencd, to relate to the private uilairs of the Sender, the Post: will be debited to 
hum and he will be further liable to be dealt with under Section XLVII, Act No. XVI. of 1854. 

His Honor in Council further directs that unpaid or insufficwntly paid lettérs addressed to any 
such Officer or Department and not superscribed ‘on the Public Service only” be refused, or if opened 
that it be at therisk and cost of the opener.” 
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Lerrens arriving at the Presidency Towns by Mail Steamers will be immediately sorted for delivery 
according to the address alone, without any reference to instructions which may have been received 
regurding change of address ; such changes will be left to be discovered by the Delivery Officers, and 
be eorrected in the forward and unclamed Departments of the Office. 


Forward Postage will be charged in addition to all other Postage due or paid thereon, upon 
every letter, without exception, wluch may be re-directed in the Post Offiee. 


Lotters, &e., received by the Steamer will Le delivered at the Window of the Post Office only to 
parties who have registered their names. Applications to the Post Office on the day of the Steamers 
mrival to intercept and re-direct letters, &c., cannot be uttended to, ax they are found not only to impose 
much labour but seriously retard the delivery and despatch of the Mails. 





Uxnen the orders of Government, no fourth delivery of letters by the Post Office is allowed. Mails 
which are recerved by Steamers from Suez at so late an hour in the day as not to admit of the letters 
Jang taken out for dehvery by 6p. a. ate detained till the fullowmg morning, bnt parties who have 
rogistered their names under’ the usual fer are entitled to reeewve their letters and Marseilles News.
